Steve 
estimates that he has beteven LO MME io 15,000 different poeces in the dallection 
which includes “qrer 1,000 posters, TOM) action figures, 1500 different maga 
menis with Bwar Po eclibed covers and on amd om."

$a fulltime writer, [ve bad some 
choice assignments, and ["ve missed 
outan.a hew. Only now, heavever, cles 
Jar cy hanel ta something | never 
in my darkest imaginings, expected bo write. 

Brian Daley was one of the most vital pea- 
ple [ve ever known, until a year ago when his 
pancreas was samehray assailed by cancer. In 
locking hinn—a free of sere than 20 vers, a 
callaborater on mare than 20 books, gadta- 
ther to my teenage son, Clelta little: like a par 
ent who uninapinably survives bis or beraen 
child.

Last time in “Scoring the Trilagy,” 
Varese Sarabande Records and com- 
poser Joel McNeely were setting off on 
recording an orchestral “soundtrack” 
not toa mavie but toa book, Sadoes af 
ie Caapive, As you tead this, the album 
should be in stores everywhere; as af this 
writing, a VETY exhausted Robert Towr- 
sun, executive soundtrack producer at 
Varese, has returned from the Scotland 
recording and mixing stasions, 

“Et went spectacularly well!” relates 
Townson, “We were Loving bo pull. off the 
impossible, in terms of the amount of 
time we had to prepare, and the size and 
scope af rhe project, [twas a recording 
that involved 240 musicians, a §0-piere 
orchestra aml a L50-piere clioir.” The 
original orchestral work by film com- 
poser Joel McNeely (fron Wilt The Yourg 
fadimea foner Cironicies, Tereza! Vetor- 
fy) was recorded with the Royal Seattish 
National Philharmonic over wo days, 
Townson notes, “We did od minutes of 
music in three sessions, [A session being 
three hours with a LSieminute break] 
which is astromarmical.” Portions were 
thes premiered ina Mareh 3 Glasgeaw 
concert with the same orchestra te a ca: 
pacity crowd, along with classic film 
music such as Vergo, Spartacus and The Aide af Froatensteie. MecMeely 
conducted and was called back to the stage far Hive ovaliocs ballawing an 
enrare, 

Describing the music is difficult, bat Tawnson relates that Mcheely's 
scotce=stive months in the making=is “stylistically very diverse.” Amen 
the many pieces on the alfa fans will no doubt enjoy are the ten and a 
half mainte “big finale cue," as well as a seven and a half minute Imperial 
City plece. Explains Townson of the latter, “At the beginning this isa very 
impressionistic view of the Planet Coruscant, and then it kind. of goes 
throuph shading: ef exedic orchestration as the listener is guiced cheaugh 
the atenoaphiere af the planet. Finally, ai you see the Imperial City from a 
distanoe, the niusic showly starts ta build, until you start to-enter the gates 
of the city and all hell breaks loose, You are in the home city of Emperar 
Palpatine and Darth Vader for the first time; it’s beautifiel, eaminaus ane 
dark” 

Featured in many of the tracks i8 a new ancient Inpertal Language cre- 
ated by Ben Burtt, Locasfilin's legendary sound designer responsible for 
the sauredls and languages of the ariginal three films. Notes McHerly, 
“Ben came up with an ancient epic parm, the words from which: wsed bar 
the lyrics of Che music. The poern itself is very angry, very angular; Lashed 
Ben to make the language Germanle with bard syllables. very harsh and 
guttaral.” MeMoedy then drew on the translated phrases ofthe pocm for 
his mausar, taking them out af comtext to fit his compasitianal sEnatures.

Perry reveals that similarities that 
have been drawn beeen Mizar and ihe endl sither's Chan Coneone ane accu 
rate. “He's mot like Marlen Brando but more lke a VOU Al Pacino. Ue isn't 
ald, used op, and affaid, Ar is still.on the way op, lke Pacies in Goalfather oor 
ft, He's rumiraing the business, and THEM it hard. [ wanted Him ba be povwer- 
fal, relatively evil, but at the same time be has te have reasons to be doing what 
he’s doing.” A coloctul villain was spayed. 

Perry also dreamed up two mare key figures in Shades; Dash Render, a 
smuggler pilot cut fram the sane cloth as Han Solo: ard Gurl, a human-like 
droid! thar is just as deadly aa Boba Fem. “1 kmew we didn't have Solo anyninge, 
amd chan he serves a purpose inthe story, So Leanbod to come up with a charac: 
ter thar ls ke Sede, kn net, Dash is basically very much like Soles brother, has 
the same general look and attitude. The game guys just jumped on Dash, they 
wanted samcone to do-the Sale stuff because he's v ery big in the games.” Every 
Villain needs a dlogpst Ipanger, and Mizor was bo have Guri. Shes Gke Parnela Lee 
crossed with Bruce Lee. “She is my dropedead gorgeous blonde, the ice queen,” 
Perry says. “I thought she would bei interesting. There was a precedent far ber in 
oneofthe books, but net the movies, af human-like devi.” 


Answering Questions 
The writer wanted to get his hands on Luke ane Vader the most. He alsa 


looked arownd at what prewiaus Ahar Mars writers bed deme with the series, and 
loakedl for gps and holes in the continuity. Ae brouglet a tresh peerspective to 
the book, as well as addressing angoing Star Mure questions. “There were 
things chat we brew had happened during that (pest-ENe) period that | wanted 
bo spk to” Perry explains, “For example, we knew Like get a pew lightsaber 
fram sonieplace.

Why didn't 
he heeak something? Well, he used the Force teslow himself down. That makes 
sense.

CREATING THE SHADOWS COMIC BOOK

deme well in capturing the fel oF the movies. As Janes sees it, “both Sieve 
Peroy's novel and fahn Warner's comic script take advant Tae of the style 
thal Oeirge Lucas weed sowell fee thee Tins a hectic Pace, Scenes aot high 
drama punctuated with a moment's werth of comedy, anc a range af 
characters which allow any fan bo lind at least ene Uhat they can sympa 
thize wilh.” 

Artist Plinkert has a keen unelerstanding of the oythological scope 
as well aa the humorous dipressions of Star Murs, from having been in 
valved in the penciling af Sécdowy for aleieedt a year nove, as well as havy- 
ing prodiced seme of the most memorable Ator Wine covers for Dark 
Horse's Qvaid series over the last bo years—beal first and foremost from 
being a fan long before that. “Locaslilan berels 10 like te see stories that are 
very mvlhic. The tore that seems to work best wath Star ney is the sect 
of doomed, portentous Empire Stribes Mack thing. And i seers that since 
Oink Genie, that has been the direction that, mot fust the comics, but 
mst Shor Ware fietien bas taken—evenhing all very heavy anel icnpeor- 
tart, That's actually kind of why [ enjoyed doing Drevale, etait it weak 
just one ofthe few things that, |velvibedt| wasar't poking flan wt Star Mears, it 
was poimiog cul that at hast SO percent of the movie's appeal wis the 
faa thats was ju est fiir.

Me's alsa 
scripted coments af comic relief, He's done things to not detract from 
the drama of what's going on, but just to counterpoint i, helewt of the 
honoris past in what people say, [whercas) there are scenes coming opin 
the last issue [of the comics series), where the clroéels fly the Fitkew ur 
aided, chat is just bercaedly comic.” 

Thereare cemtain aspects regarding the world of Shadaus af the Empire 
that will indeed be unique ta the Dark Horse comics series, According i 
Janes, “when the catire Sadins peogect began, Lacaslihn turned to Dark 
Horse to be the primary visual focus of the project, In some cases, Lacas- 
fim created visual reference, up to and inelading maquettes of chart 
ters. In other cases, a great deal would be Ieft to the capable hanes are 
beain of Plunkett. Plunkett has a great sense for the designe of ihe Star 
Wars universe, and has. contributed greatly ta the continuity with his de 
signa.” W lates a a iminary ales lpn forthe central new Sfirdowy charae- 
ters, including main new hadifie Misor, were provicled by Lucasfilm, 
Plunkett cif pet to design many af the less inopertant chorecters—those 
thal shin up prrivmarily | at in the Coes, Bl uch as the [wp riders, Biz 
Gizz, and Hemgemin—fromi scratch, and bad a lot of fin dedny it 

Plunkett was excited about working an the project “Td read [a drat 
uf] the povel befare [el eovlen Lie Geis script, and that in itself was 
kleed oF invite resting, fast to sev the differences ane! ihe sort af apypreuich 
[ohn Wagner had] taken. The newel, just because fiction ends to lend it 
sel better to the inner thoughts of characters, hase lot mere in the way ot 
people ShiCiig anos darel thinking things, and you just cant clo thatina 
comic, so John just started writing all these action sequences, There are 
scenes that take place in the comic that, while they don't contradict 
what's in Che newel, are eat in any way desorbed in the book, anel they 
deal mainly with the bounty hunters; [basically] anything that iewalves 
fast-moving objects and explosions—becuse that’s what John is really 
pice an” 


Was it difficult or limiting in any way working uncer the constraints 











laid down by Lacashlm? According ta Plunkett, ma. “Going inte it] knew so 
much abmot the characters and [ koew where it started and where ot had te 
ene, [so that] by its weTy Mature it was Reing to be slightly limited. In fact. 
Ome [parts of the comic script were| stufl that 1] wouldn't have thought al. 
atl that were a lithe more dynamic and better suited than a direct adaptation 
of the novel would have been” Plugkert added semet canments alheat work: 
ing with Lucastilm specifically: “There are licensed comics and then there are 
Grensed dacesfile comics. [Lacasilm is) very, very careful. | suppese the right 
thing te say waud be they just care. They cectalnly keep a closer eye an what's 
going an than mast ather licenses seer 00. ‘The parameters of what you can 
de are very clearly set. Guing ate any Lucasfilm book, especially Star Miner, 
rea know before ‘Ou Even begin that there are certain things that you will de 
and certain things you wan't da. Ones you reshon yourself to the nature of the 
progect, then it's obvins that there isn't going to he any gratuitous violence, 
there isn't going to be any nudity of harsh language. Net that those things 
keve to be there to make something good, bur vou have a certain idea of what 
teexpect. Dalon't think Lhat a Star bVinee comic is any more or less violent than 
an average comic. In faet it’s probably less violent than a mainstream super- 
hero book” 

Boba Fett sens to be just about everyone's favorite far Mars character, 
and Shadows of the Empire provides the widest stage he's ever had to perform 
on. According la Janes: “Since the comle series is focusing on a different ele- 
ment of Lie story than che novel. look forward to seeing many things that are 
only hinted at in Steve Perry's nowel. The comics will spend a great deal of 
time focusing on Boba Fett as he struggles to cid bimself of the awful prize of 
Han Sole, As we follow the seanvy underworld ofthe Ster Mary universe, we'll 
wee that the criminal clement ecends far-reaching tendrils, tram the farthest 
backwater planets to the Emperor's chambers an Caruscant.” So what's with 
Fett’s universal appeal? Janes puts it this way: “[Boba Fett] is che first truly 
gray Character in the black-and-white, peed versus evil Star Wiens Wiiverse 
Yes. he’s bad bn the eves of Han Sole ane the Rebel Alliance, but when you get 
right down to it, he's only doing it for the money. The continuity bas hinted 
that he has seme kind of score ta settle with Solo, but otherwise, bee's just a 
professional, Nathing peTsenal.” 

One of thee move interesting elements in the Shoolews comics secles ls that 
throughout, Fett maintains a quirky “dialogue” with the carbonite-eneased 
Han Salo, Janes stresses that “we were careful bo limit che amount of revela- 
thon about Boba Pest, as the mystery of the character is his central appeal. 
Nevertheless, Fett's character is most certainly expanded upon, and the 
comic seties should certainly please his fans.” And if Shadows were to some 
day be made into a meee? “The wely change Tiwoald sineeeat secording to 
Janes, “is that they make it Roba Fett's shining moment ln the spedlight, and 
athempt to create a flee between the ruthless character that we see in Empire 
and the relative dole that we seein elon a the fed." 

Fett is one of Plunkett's favorite Stor Wire characters as well, although be 
admits to not being as devoted about hin asa bot of other fans. He ran into 
some special problems initially when be began drawing the first issue 0 
Shadews: “There was very little reference far Boba Pett when | started the 
thing. | ended up sculpting my aen [Baka Fett] helmet, becouse the planes 
where his cheekbones are are so strange, that you can make them up, but it 
just doesn't hook right, Sof sculpted this thing myself, then 1 saw a new madiel 
kat Chae's comme out, where whoever did it, they must have had access bo the 
suit itself, because it's absolutely perfect. The scalpture | have ol Fett's face is 
very much avy version af the helmet; it's gata plane that slopes dione in the 
front that’ ‘s4 little mare medieval lonkang.” 

The process of editing a comic-book project is samelines mot the dream 
job most fans would picture it as. Wluch ef an editer’s tire is spent in the par- 
suit ofendless paper shafiling and cutting of red tape. Feo Jarses it was men alif- 
ferent: “When [ parked up Séadaus from [previous editor] Ryder Windham, 
omeandeachaltissue'sworth of pencilling was complete, along with flve 
scripts. After shuliling through the scattered paperwork, | was able to grasp 
the reins af the project, milk a great deal of high-speed work out af the lettener 
and colorist, and pet the book back on schedule. [ bad been included iin Sad: 
ows Launch meetings ance the project had begun. and was thos familiar with 
the project when it was assigned to oe.” 

There have been sere problems with the project along the way, most 
caused by the unfortunate burp in the road caused by the editoral transi 
tion. Some protlens have led, thankfully, to fortuitous circumstances. Janes 
elaborates: “Kilian Plinkect was originally signed ante pencil and ink the se 
fies. However, by the tine that the project was assigned to me, he was signiti- 





cantly behind schedule. Since we cannot compromise the ship cave of this se 
ries in Lhe slightest, it quickly became apparent that Kilian needed an inker so 
that be could concentrate on the pencils. Portunalely, P.-Craig, Kurssell sudl- 
deny became available, and has since taken on the inking duties, thus bring- 
ang this critical project back oo schedule.” 

Plunkett had completed she pencils for the first two issues before Russell 
came on board to ink. Plunkett's initial reaction to this decisiam was mixed: 
“You can'Lesacty complain if you're being inked by Craig Russell. lve booked 
at his studf since | was alsaut 14, and there's this unattainable level of prodi- 
cieney. You just loak atthe 
slulf and you think to yourself 
Thnever be able to de thar.” 
He goes on bie talk about the 
mechanics al marrying periecils 
and inka: “When you see [eues- 
sell's] inks, and you see how 
simple they are... it bas eer- 
tainly been a earning experi- 
ence in wheat yon iar? have to 
put in, ft doesa't meean being 
lazy in any way, ia’s jest paring 
stuf down ta its hape essen.

W soouLiNs in Tunisia last December the first thing he did was coctact 

David Wiest Meynolds, Mo one had kept records ducing the location 
shooting of Mar Mersin 1076, and many of the rermobe locations went oom: 
pletely undocumented. Thanks to his April 1995 expedition to Tunisia, 
Reynolds was oow the warkl's leaning sathvarity en Che Tatenine lecacion sites, 
McCallum cead the piece in the Stor Mars fender three days before leaving on the 
soout, He then called Reynolds and with characteristic hluntoess stated, “We are 
going tre Tunisia tn scoot locarhons for the Arar Beis proquets ¢ amd we nied your 
belp.”
